plane compass Is "flying" the equiva- 
lent of a million miles out In space 
at the Guggenheim aeronautical lab- 
oratory of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. 


The compass Is set up in a mag- 


netic cage, something that resemble's 
two boxes, of ribs only, their sides 
being knocked out. one box inside 
the other. 
The box-like structures 


are two HelmholU colls. 


Inside them there is no magnetic 


field from the earth, so that experi- 
ments can be performed not other- 
wise possible except on a space ship 
after It had escaped the earth's field. 
a million miles or so out in the void. 


The experiment at Tech promises 


to rid the airman of one of his most 
serious annoyances, known as the 


"northerly 
turning error" of the 


magnetic compass 
When a plane in 


flight makes a turn, the compass 
card, due to its delicate balance, and 
centrifugal and other forces, goes 
haywire. 


Professor C. S. Draper believes he 


is on the road to a solution. 
The 


Heltnholtz boxes make it possible to 
imitate the airplane swings in an 
area free from the earth's magnetic 
field, so as to learn the part played 
by the mass of the compass itself, 
the shape of its wildly swineing 
card, and the effect of the liquid in 
which the card turn*. 


When these factors are known, the 


inner bo.\ or Helmholtz coil is used 
to produce an artificial imitation of 
the earth's magnetic field. 


Masses, shapes and 
"damping" 


liquids then can be altered to build 


compass that will swine too slow- 


ly to be affected by the lurn of an 
airplane.

Addis Ababa, March 30 {IP)—An 


Italian air raid which spread Are and 
panic throughout Harar wrought 
virtual destruction on that second 
city of Ethiopia, the government 
charged today, and wrecked several 
hospitals and French centers. 


A squadron of Fascist planes, 


Ethiopian reports said, plunged In- 
cendiary bombs down on the atra- 
.eglc center 250 miles east of the 
capital and 30 miles south of the Ad- 
dis Ababa-Djibouti railroad for more 
than two hours yesterday, leaving 
the city in flames. 


Forewarned by scouting planes, 


most of the populace fled the city in 
terror, advices to the capital said 
Few persons were belleied to have 
lallen victims to the bombardment.
